Nearly nine years ago a mime' 
ographed paper called the BRYAN 
ECHO was issued, but never widely 
circulated. Some two or three years 
later a mimeographed paper and then 
a printed paper by the same name 
were issued for a short while.

FRIENDS RESPONDING 

TO FINANCIAL NEEDS 

The 1938 Emergency Building Pro- 
gram, in terms of financial strain, 
lasted through the 1938-39 school and 
fiscal year. However, loyal friends 
seem to be turning the tide as the 
school begins another fiscal year. God 
grant that the needs, month by month, 
will be taken care of by those en- 
trusted with the Lord’s money.

We gladly sent the 
literature requested. The friend wrote 
one letter about the University with 
the result that a twenty-five dollar 
gift was sent promptly.

theless, there is little consolation in 
the relatively small number of posi- 
tively harmful and vicious teachers, if 
we but remember that all teachers 
should be positive and aggressive lead' 
ers of their pupils in right thinking 
and not simply harmless “we-may- 
well-supposers.” 

When Mr. Bryan warned of the 
dangers in Godless education, he was 
ridiculed and regarded as a pessimist. 
The optimists demanded concrete 
proof that modernistic education was 
such a failure. Today the failure is 
being more and more admitted on 
every hand and in educational circles, 
too. Leaders in the educational world 
today are admitting publicly and in 
published statements that the modern 
educational system is failing in the 
building of character and aggressive, 
hopeful citizenship. It is too bad that 
they know something is wrong, yet do 
not comprehend what that something 
is. Religious leaders are beginning to 
sense it but, as if under the influence 
of an opiate, they call for more of the 
same thing that poisoned them. 

For a time, the whole educational 
failure was regarded as an exception 
to the rule. Those that came out of 
college with their faith shattered, 
many converted to radical un-Amer- 
ican movements, and particularly the 
college suicides, were regarded as ex- 
ceptions to the rule, or the weaklings 
in the struggle for the survival of the 
fittest. Today it is gradually dawning 
on us that the educational failure is 
not chiefly in these outstanding cases 
but in the great majority of college 
graduates, who are not positively 
dangerous, but who are weighed down 
with a sense of the futility of life and 
who are without a sense of moral 
responsibility. Educational and re* 
ligious leaders are appalled at the 
lethargy and coldness to social re- 
sponsibility displayed by the younger 
generation of citizens today. They 
see their hopes for a E utopian eco- 
nomic and social world exploding as 
soap bubbles along with their dreams 
of world peace.

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God never allowed our purpose to 
fade from our minds. For a time we 
thought a great deal about publishing 
a digest of the best appearing in cur' 
rent religious periodicals. This would 
have given us a news organ and at the 
same time accomplished a very worth' 
while purpose. Before this plan could 
be executed, while we were waiting 
on God for the necessary funds, sev' 
eral “religious” and “Bible” digests 
put in their appearance, one of which 
represents the Omaha Bible Institute. 
We know that there are several thor' 
oughly sound religious periodicals, the 
work of which we do not wish to 
duplicate. 

Keeping in mind that in this age 
many people find no time whatsoever 
for quiet, thoughtful, and lengthy 
reading, we determined to have our 
news organ brief and to the point. 
The thought was to have nothing pub' 
lished that could not be briefly read in 
spare moments. Neither was any' 
thing to be included that was so in' 
volved as to require pondering and 
hard thinking. We did hope to stir 
a lively interest, and we expected to 
give some food for thought, realizing 
that we could not fully satisfy every' 
one. Some of our friends have plenty 
of time and can read at greater 
length. Some are more keenly inter' 
ested in the deeper things of God. 
Some can get the Bryan Hill News 
by scanning the headlines, and subject 
headings. Some are prospective stu- 
dents and therefore digest the per' 
sonal items with keen relish. Many 
subscriber friends are interested whol- 
ly in items that tell about “getting the 
Gospel out.” 

Anticipating the large problem con- 
fronting us, we ventured forth with 
the first mimeographed NEWSETTE, 
Dean Ryther suggesting the name as 
describing most adequately the pur' 
pose. Friends, including those calling 
our attention to mistakes, have been 
charitable, realizing that staff mem- 
bers are overworked in a young and 
growing school. Mr. Llewellyn, a 
professional printer, has done much 
to make the paper readable and at' 
tractive in appearance. Other staff 
members and many students have 
done their part in getting out our 
paper, writing, printing, folding, ad' 
dressing, and preparing each issue for 
mailing.
